With the mayor’s race officially 
behind us, it’s full-speed ahead to No- 
vember. On Monday, the Department of 
Elections chose the letters for each local 
proposition on the November ballot us- 
ing its very high-tech technique of se- 
lecting printed-out letters from mason 
jars, which means the “Yes on C,” “No on 
D” flyers will soon be clogging up your 
mailboxes. 

But we don’t have as many local ini- 
tiatives as we did in June, so these five 
should be pretty easy to memorize. 

Here’s what you'll be asked to con- 
sider in just a few short weeks. 


Embarcadero Seawall 
Earthquake Safety Bond 
The seawall along the eastern edge of 
S.F. is in dire need of repair. Its foun- 
dation is crumbling, and if a major 
earthquake hits, entire sections could 
collapse into the Bay. In addition, sea 
level rise is already threatening the 
city’s infrastructure, with stretches of 
the Embarcadero regularly flooding 
during large winter storms. It’s easy 
to ignore while we all obsess over the 
housing crisis and number of people liv- 
ing on the streets, but it’s a major issue 
that will only get worse if we ignore it. 
Under the newly christened Prop. 
A, voters will decide whether or not to 
approve a $425 million bond measure 
for the first round of emergency repairs. 
The funds would increase property taxes 
by $13.23 per $100,000 of assessed val- 
ue, per year, for 24 years. Unfortunately, 
property owners would be able to pass 
through 50 percent of those costs to 
renters, which in our economic climate 
is a despicable method of raising funds. 
But also, Embarcadero is falling into the 
ocean. Can it garner two-thirds of the 
vote? Time will tell. This measure is a 
litmus test for how far in the future San 
Francisco voters are willing to look. 


City Privacy Guidelines 

Did you know that when you unlock 

a shared scooter in S.F,, you're giving 
the company permission to share your 
credit score with third-party advertis- 
ers? Supervisor Aaron Peskin’s office 
leads the charge with this measure, 
which would allow San Franciscans to 
access the information corporations 
collect on them, require companies to 
ask for informed consent to use private 
information, and limit how people’s 
whereabouts are tracked. Peskin calls it 
“the first time a city has endeavored to 
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protect its constituents from the misuse 
and misappropriation of their personal, 
private information by outside corpo- 
rations for profit,” and its effects could 
be sweeping, changing the rules around 
everything from store rewards cards to 
Uber and Lyft. 


Additional Business Taxes to Fund 
Homeless Services 

Nicknamed “Our City Our Home” and 
commonly referred to as the “Robin 
Hood Measure,” Prop. C made the bal- 
lot with some 28,000 signatures, some- 
thing that bodes well for its potential 
to pass in November. (For comparison’s 
sake, 229,000 San Franciscans voted 

in June.) If successful, the measure 
would create a half-percent tax on any 
business in San Francisco that makes 
more than $50 million annually. With 
President Trump’s having slashed taxes 
for large corporations, this still won't 
bring them anywhere near pre-2017 
tax levels. But it would double our $300

million annual homelessness budget, 
providing vital funds for housing subsi- 
dies, on-the-streets outreach, harm-re- 
duction services, and the construction 
of new and affordable homes. It’s hard 
to find any reason not to support this 
— especially after area lobbyists’ badly 
researched claims that it would destroy 
the city’s middle class were debunked 
last week. 


Cannabis Tax 

The legalization of recreational can- 
nabis has drastically changed how the 
industry operates, and this November, 
voters will wield a hefty amount of 
power over large industry players. A 
cannabis tax that Supervisor Malia Co- 
hen put forth could — starting Jan. 1, 
2021 — impose a tax ranging between 
1 and 5 percent of gross receipts on 
recreational marijuana (depending on 
how much money a company makes). 
After hearing comments from the pub- 
lic, Cohen edited the measure to phase

in the tax over three years, exempting 
the first $500,000 of gross receipts 
from sales. The measure hasn’t gar- 
nered support from cannabis business 
owners, who say the industry has be- 
come difficult to navigate with so much 
new red tape. But, with City Hall pro- 
jecting that cannabis is the “next tech, 
instituting a tax on the biggest players 
early on isn’t necessarily a bad idea.

Partial Allocation of Hotel Tax for 
Arts and Cultural Purposes 

Called the “hotel tax” for short, Prop. 
E sounds complicated — but it’s fairly 
straightforward. At the moment, San 
Francisco allocates money from its 
14-percent tax on hotel rooms to our 
General Fund, which is used to pay for 
such important social infrastructure 
necessities like the Department of 
Public Health and the Recreation and 
Parks Department. This measure would 
edit this rule slightly, to ensure that 1.5 
percentage points of that 14-percent

tax would go to the arts, which was the 
original intent when the tax was created 
in 1961. It nonetheless needs a two- 
thirds majority to pass in November, 
but as it’s not an addition to a tax — 
just a small reallocation — it’s hard to 
imagine why it wouldn’t get that. 


With only five local ballot measures to 
research, you may be thinking that No- 
vember will be a breeze. Not so fast — 
there are also 12 state ballot measures 
ranging from the repeal of Costa-Haw- 
kins to overturning Daylight Saving 
Time. (We'll cover them in depth be- 
tween now and Nov. 6.) 

And just a reminder, you can register 
to vote all the way up to Election Day. 
Head over to sfelections.sfgov.org/ 
registration for more details on how to 
exercise your democratic freedom.

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NY.C.-Style Uber Crackdown 





Won't Come to S.E Anytime Soon 


The landmark regulations for rideshare companies represent an interesting model, but in California, such power sits with the court of state 


regulators.

Part of California and New 
York State’s friendly bicoastal rivalry is 
a jockeying to lead the nation in firsts, 
from banning plastic straws to filing law- 
suits against the Trump administration. 

But when it comes to regulating 
rideshare companies, California is 
in no hurry to catch up. Earlier this 
month, New York became the first city 
in the nation to freeze licenses beyond 
the estimated 100,000 Uber and Lyft 
vehicles currently allowed on its roads. 

In its new package of laws on 
rideshare companies, New York’s City 
Council also required a minimum wage 
for drivers, and mandated that the 
companies report details about every 
trip, including total cost, driver earn- 
ings, and duration. 

The crackdown comes nearly a 
decade after Uber exploded onto the 
transportation scene and as other cit- 
ies have started to flex their authority. 

“No longer will the City of New 
York stand by idly while unfettered 
growth in the for-hire sector causes 
ever-worsening traffic congestion, 
ever-rising environmental degrading, 
and ever-deepening human suffering,” 
Council Member Ritchie Torres said 
before the vote. 

Honolulu, Chicago, and Washing- 
ton, D.C. have opted to impose taxes 


and fees on rideshare operations, while 
London revoked Uber’s operating li- 
cense outright in September. After the 
company admitted it made mistakes 
and upgraded safety policies, London 
officials provisionally reinstated the 
license this summer for a 15-month 
period, instead of a regular five-year 
license. 

In the U.S., New York has raised 
the bar on imposing limitations on 
private ride-hail vehicles, but any San 
Franciscan hoping their city may re- 
ciprocate will be sorely disappointed. 


Masonic Avenue Renovation 
(Nearly) Complete 


The beautifully-landscaped and freshly-paved avenue looks 
done — but calls abound for safer bike lanes.

It’s rare that any project in San 


Francisco lives up to its rendering. Fa- 
cades of buildings printed on glossy 


posters for neighborhood meetings can 


appear lackluster and cheap in person. 
The rainbow crosswalks in the Castro 
are grimy and faded, and the rain gar- 


dens on Fell Street and along the Wiggle 


are filled with trash. But take a trip 


down the newly renovated Masonic Av- 
enue, and the renderings drawn years 
ago appear to have come alive. The 
freshly paved road is a rich black, its 
bike lanes fluorescent green, the me- 
dian landscaped beautifully with leafy 
trees and succulents. Two new water 
and sewer mains were installed under 
the street’s surface, and a wide plaza 
with benches and healthy-looking palm 
trees sits on the southwest edge of Ma-

The authority to regulate rideshare 
companies rests with the California 
Public Utilities Commission (CPUC), 
which reiterated to SF Weekly that a 
vehicle cap and driver pay rules are not 
included in its open transportation 
proceeding — the formal process that 
weighs requests related to an industry 
it regulates. 

“However, the CPUC continues to 
explore a range of important consumer 
protection regulations in the proceed- 
ing,’ spokesperson Terrie Prosper says. 

The CPUC last established major 


sonic Avenue and Geary Boulevard. 

At a large celebration Tuesday, 
complete with a live band and hot 
coffee to take the chill off the foggy 
morning, a slew of politicians and city 
officials grinned as they cut a blue 
ribbon, officially announcing that the 
project — which has taken around 
nine years to design, fundraise, and 
build — was finally complete. 

Well, sort of. There’s the pesky 
little problem of the bike lanes, which 
were subject to a lengthy and fierce 
debate for years among Masonic 
Avenue neighbors, city officials, and 
people who bike. The plan eventually 
settled on did include bike lanes in 
place of parking, but aside from the 
occasional inclined rise, they’re not 
protected whatsoever from two lanes 


rules around Uber and Lyft in Septem- 
ber 2013, covering basics like driver 
training, criminal-background checks, 
obtaining an operating license, and car 
inspections. 

But officials have expressed frus- 
tration with the limited authority on 
rideshare vehicles. In January 2017, 
SFMTA Director of Transportation 
Ed Reiskin spoke candidly about 26 
legal briefings submitted to the CPUC 
that requested higher safety standards 
from rideshare companies — and 
which seem to have fallen on mostly 
deaf ears. 

“They said they would never be in 
the transportation business, they were 
just a software platform,” Reiskin told 
the SFMTA Board of Directors at the 
time. “I have to say frustratingly very 
little of what we’re requesting in those 
26 filings has been implemented by the 
CPUC. 

With the threat of a November 
ballot measure that would have forced 
a tax on rideshare companies, Uber 
and Lyft could clearly sense that San 
Francisco’s patience was wearing thin. 
After months of negotiations with 
Supervisor Aaron Peskin’s office, the 
companies agreed to a rare compro- 
mise with the city that taxes each ride 
in the city and puts the funds back to- 
ward transportation infrastructure, in 
exchange for the measure being taken 


of vehicles traveling 25 miles per hour. 

Chief among cyclists’ concerns is 
the southbound intersection of Ma- 
sonic Avenue and Fell Street, where 
the bike lane becomes staggered to 
allow cars heading downhill to merge 
into a right turn lane. On Twitter, 
many have called it a “suicide lane.” 

Supervisor Vallie Brown, who has 
been working with the community to 
fix Masonic since 2005, says in her 
mind the project isn’t complete. 

“The people who ride Masonic 
every day during commute times 
are saying it’s frightful,” Brown tells 
SF Weekly. “We definitely have more 
work to do.” 

There isn’t a clear timeline or 
strategy that has been made public to 
improve Masonic’s bike lanes — yet. 


off the ballot. 

In a statement provided to SF Week- 
ly, Uber expressed worry that New 
York’s new laws will affect the city’s 
mobility, while Lyft said they would 
“be even more harmful elsewhere.” 
Fortunately for them, San Francisco 
is limited to a 3.25-percent tax on sin- 
gle-passenger rides, and a 1.5-percent 
tax on shared rides, and the San Fran- 
cisco City Attorney’s Office issuing 
subpoenas to obtain the companies’ 
data. 

“Unlike New York City, TNCs are 
currently regulated by the state of 
California, which makes it difficult for 
San Francisco to regulate the industry,” 
Mayor London Breed’s office tells SF 
Weekly. The per-ride fee, at least, isa 
clear priority San Francisco can achieve 
and “will generate much-needed mon- 
ey for transit, congestion reduction, 
and road repairs while focusing on the 
enforcement of traffic laws and better 
curb management.” 

The tax would bring in about $30 
million the first few years, and doesn’t 
head to voters until 2019. Even then, 
Uber and Lyft will be able to operate 
largely without check on San Francisco 
city streets.

But rumors abounded at Tuesday’s 
ribbon-cutting event that new infra- 
structure could create a miniature 
wiggle for southbound cyclists, lead- 
ing them off Masonic with a right on 
Hayes, then left on Ashbury to the 
Panhandle multi-use path. 

Regardless of whether this specif- 
ic tactic is pursued, S.F. has a hefty 
amount of data from other bike lanes 
it’s tested across the city, a fact that 
didn’t go ignored. 

“When these designs were first 
planned in 2007-08 and in 2010 they 
were considered revolutionary,’ says 
San Francisco Bicycle Coalition Execu- 
tive Director Brian Wiedenmeier. “It’s 
now 2018 and we’ve got some other 
ideas about what makes a great street 
to walk and bike on.” 


Grass Lands 
Haunted by 
Its Own Future 
Potential 


Outside Lands’ brand-new can- 
nabis area made the most of its limited 
options, but most visitors still left want- 
ing more. 

When the announcements first 
went out that San Francisco’s Outside 
Lands Music and Arts Festival would, 
for the first time, include an area ded- 
icated to cannabis, the response was 
palpable excitement. 

Even if California’s laws have never 
served as much of a deterrent for con- 
certgoers sneaking pot into a venue, 
it’s appealing to casually stroll over to 
a tent and buy a pre-rolled joint with 
the same ease of buying a Heineken 
or a slice of pizza. Unfortunately, as 
Outside Lands attendees who vis- 
ited Grass Lands this past weekend 
learned, such pleasures are not yet a 
reality. 

While the industry awaits legisla- 
tion permitting the sale of recreation- 
al cannabis at public events, current 
rules prohibit such actions. Assembly 
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Member Bill Quirk’s AB 2020 — which 
would give local jurisdictions the 
power to issue temporary licenses — 
might be a possible solution, but given 
the glacial pace of bureaucracy, the in- 
dustry’s hands remain tied for now. 

With these limitations in mind, 
popular cannabis brands like PAX, 
Kiva, and CannaCraft gamely did their 
best to offer what essentially amount- 
ed to an educational fair. A green- 
house sponsored by the delivery ser- 
vice Ona.Life looked notably similar 
to a dispensary, with various products 
on display (but safely secured under 
glass). The concept? Festivalgoers 
could arrange for a delivery to a resi- 
dence of their choosing — something 
most interested parties likely regis- 
tered for long ago. 

Vaporizer company PAX 
borrowed from the scene by 
offering custom engravings on 
devices either purchased at their 
booth or that people might have 
brought into the festival in their 
pockets. With options that in- 
cluded etchings of Sutro Tower, 
the Land’s End labyrinth, a map 
of Golden Gate Park, or Outside 
Lands’ iconic windmill, that was 
arguably the best souvenir of the 
festival. | 

A PAX representative guessed 
that the split between visitors

who knew the brand and those who 


did not was roughly even. The num- 
bers for edible company Kiva skewed 
far more toward the uninitiated, with 
co-founder Kristi Knoblich estimating 
that upwards of 80 percent of those 
who swung by the Kiva tent for un- 
medicated samples had never heard of 
the company before. 

Elsewhere, other industry repre- 
sentatives privately noted that while 
they felt an obligation to represent 
their business at such a large-scale 
event, the fact that no one could buy 
cannabis — or even sample it — truly 
put a damper on the area’s full poten- 
tial. 

“Instead of Grass Lands, they 
should call it Blue Balls,” one longtime 
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executive quipped. 

On the positive side, several ef- 
forts at educating the public appeared 
well-executed. Curious souls could 
inhale a selection of terpenes, while 
Jetty Extracts offered the chance to 
shoot the shit with a budtender. While 
many readers of this column may scoff 
at the idea that someone would need 
to go to a music festival to chat up a 
weed expert, the fact remains that 
many potential consumers are still 
hesitant to step foot inside a licensed 
dispensary. Thus, Grass Lands offered 
a risk-free way to learn a little more. 

Grass Lands’ problem may be that 
people already familiar with canna- 
bis see it as a tease when in fact, its 
best value isn’t as 
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an avenue to cater to the converted, 
but as a place for those still lurking in 
the shadows of ancient stigmas and 
aggressive propaganda to step into 
the light. 

Certainly, the ultimate goal is to 
see a music festival sell cannabis to 
anyone of age who wants it, but to 
dismiss Grass Lands 2018 for being 
unable to do that yet is perhaps a bit 
harsh. 

Still, you can’t fault people for 
rolling their eyes at Outside Lands’ 
promise of becoming the “first major 
U.S. music festival to embrace & en- 
gage cannabis culture.” Maybe that 
statement is true, but until the star 
attraction is a feasible component, no 
festival can truly claim the title. For 
all the dollars that pour in — from 
craft beer to blankets to sashimi — 
there is still one kind of green sorely 
missing from Ranger Dave’s annual 
soiree in the woods. 

Perhaps, in 2019, he’ll be able to 
make good on his word, but for now, 
the only color on everyone’s minds 
still appears to be blue.

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The grey area 
of workplace 
discrimination 


This week S question comes 
from Kate in San Mateo. 


Q. Working in the male-dominated tech 
field can feel like navigating a proverbial 
“boys club.” | often feel pressured to partic- 
lpate In rowdy after-work social hours in or- 
der to build and maintain relationships with 
prospective mentors, and sometimes over- 
hear talk of male coworkers’ latest rounds 
of golf with a mutual supervisor. | don't 
know whether my career has been directly 
impacted by the social alienation | experi- 
ence, but | can't help but suspect that it 
might be. Do employment discrimination 
laws cover this kind of professional frater- 
nizing? What can | do to change this dis- 
criminatory culture within my organization? 


Asthanks, Kate, for your important ques- 
tion, which points to a grey area of employ- 
ment discrimination law that undoubtedly 
contributes to the persistence of a “glass 
ceiling’ in many male-dominated indus- 
tries. Informal “off-duty” activities and rela- 
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tionships can indeed have major impacts on 
career opportunities, often to the detriment 
of “out-group” employees. Included em- 
ployees may enjoy increased access to su- 
pervisors, customers, or other influential 
actors, and those excluded may suffer the 
stress of alienation or inconsistent partici- 
pation in necessary job-related communica- 
tions. Unfortunate results may include 

lower job performance evaluations or de- 
nial of favorable opportunities based en- 
tirely on non-job-related personal 
impressions. Unfortunately, no employment 
discrimination statute directly addresses 
these informal components of the “glass 
ceiling.” Since the Supreme Court has only 
narrowed Its interpretation of discrimina- 
tion laws in the past two decades, It ap- 
pears that many cases will continue to fall 
through the legal cracks until Congress or 
the state legislature enacts new laws to fill 
them. 

As you may know, certain kinds of sex- 
based workplace discrimination are legally 
prohibited by Title VII of the Civil Rights Act 
(“Title VII"), a federal law, as well as Cali- 
fornia’s Fair Employment and Housing Act 
(“FEHA”). Title VIl addresses discrimination 
based on sex, race, color, national origin 
and religion by employers of 15 or more em- 
ployees. California's FEHA goes further, pro- 
tecting not only employees, but also job 
applicants, unpaid interns, volunteers, and 
contractors in organizations with 5 or more 
employees, and additionally applies to dis- 
crimination based on ancestry, medical con- 
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ditions, marital status, gender identity 
Or expression, age, sexual orientation 
and military/veteran status. 

These anti-discrimination laws pro- 
hibit employment practices that (1) treat 
or impact classes of employees differ- 
ently, (2) create a hostile work environ- 
ment, or (3) retaliate against 
whistleblowers who take action to ad- 
dress workplace discrimination. If un- 
lawful discrimination Is proved, an 
employee may recover back pay, other 
compensatory damages (e.g. reputa- 
tional harm or emotional distress in cer- 
tain cases), punitive damages If justified 
by an employer's malicious conduct, place- 
ment into a rightful job position or equiva- 
lent, or injunctive orders for the employer to 
reform structural discrimination within the 
organization. Where these laws apply, they 
can make great strides to make an Injured 
employee “whole” by remediating past dis- 
crimination. However, courts will only pro- 
vide remedies for discriminatory practices 
that adversely impact the “terms, condi- 
tions, or privileges” of employment (“TCP”), 
such as hiring, firing, compensation, 
changes In job position, employment bene- 
fits, and opportunities for job training and 
apprenticeship. 

Informal relationship building and men- 
torship do not in themselves quality as 
TCPs. Therefore, neither Title Vil nor FEHA 
provides a remedy for a “boys club” culture 
unless discriminatory practices can be 
shown to: (1) functionally replace a TCP. as 





when meals or other amenities are paid for 
by the employer; (2) lead directly to more 
concrete discriminatory actions, as when 
the opportunity to apply for a promotion is 
only announced during off-duty activities; 
(3) constitute a pattern of exclusion signifi- 
cant enough to create a hostile work envi- 
ronment; or (4) act as whistleblower 
retaliation sufficient to discourage pro- 
tected workplace challenges. Building a 
successful case in any of these circum- 
stances will prove a challenge given the 
federal judiciary's current pattern of narrow 
holdings in employment discrimination 
cases. If you think you may have a case un- 
der any of these legal theories, | suggest 
you contact an experienced employment 
discrimination attorney. 

Whether or not you think you have a le- 
gal claim under Title VIl or FEHA, the first 
place to start Is filing a complaint with your 
organization's human resources depart- 
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ment. Even if legal remedies prove 
elusive, there are many internal 
changes an organization can make to 
prevent or mitigate an exclusionary 
culture. While privacy concerns bar 
employers from interfering with most 
off-duty activities, employers may 
regulate activities that can be logi- 
cally linked to an employee's perfor- 
mance or to the organization's public 
image. If an exclusionary culture de- 
flates employee morale enough to Im- 
pact either job performance or the 
employer's reputation, the organiza- 
tion would be wise to, for example, 
impose barriers to fraternization between 
supervisors and employees over whom they 
have decision-making power. An employer 
may also choose to provide managerial 
training on bias and inclusion, or institute 
formal and regular channels of communica- 
tions through which employees may voice 
concerns.

Labor activist Reem Assil opened a bakery in Oakland, and — after enduring a backlash over a mural plus a difficult pregnancy — went on to 
open the full-service Dyafa in Jack London Square only a year later.

Anyone who opens a small busi- 
ness knows they’re probably not going to 
take a vacation at any point during the 
first 18 to 24 months of operation. This 
goes double for restaurants, which al- 
most always involve unanticipated con- 
struction delays, menu tweaks, and 
protracted difficulties in hiring a full 
team. But for Reem Assil, who opened 
her Arab corner bakery Reem’s California 
in Oakland’s Fruitvale neighborhood in 
early 2017, it meant more than just for- 
going the volcanic sands of Hawaii or the 
Fourth Arrondissement for awhile. It 
also meant working near a hot oven late 
into the third trimester of her first 
pregnancy. 

“T was on the line seven, eight 
months pregnant, with a big old belly,” 
she says. 

A routine checkup after one late- 


night pop-up revealed that she’d gone 
into preterm labor, something doctors 
were able to halt — but only by order- 
ing Assil to bedrest. Having to step 
away from the day-to-day running of 
her kitchen was not easy, but it forced 
her to put trust in — and strengthen 
— her still-nascent team. It also coin- 
cided with the genesis of her follow-up 
project to Reem’s California, a full-ser- 
vice restaurant in the former Haven 
space in Jack London Square called 
Dyafa. It’s the fruit of a partnership 
with chef and restaurateur Daniel Pat- 
terson’s Alta Group — an indisputable 
indication she’d made the culinary big 
time. 

“IT was wheeling and dealing from 
the hospital,” she says. “Honestly, it’s 
a big blur.” 

The pace was frenetic. The restau- 
rant group wanted to open quickly, but 
Assil knew she would need to take at 


least a couple of weeks off around her 
due date. But otherwise, the partner- 
ship gelled. 

Patterson “did a lot of the grunt 
work,” she says. “I was picking the art- 
work and trying to find the different 
elements, and he would go and get the 
stuff, make sure it was installed. That’s 
something I really value about him: 
He’s not afraid to scrub some tile and 
make it happen. 

“And what’s really great about Dan- 
iel’s palate,” she adds, “is that it’s very 
conducive to Middle Eastern cuisine. 
‘Cause he loves high acid and salt.” 

Assil had met Patterson through 
Restaurant Opportunities Centers 
United, where she served on an ad- 
visory board. She pitched him on her 
proposal for what became Dyafa, and 
the recognition continued rolling in. In 
February, the James Beard Foundation 
named Reem’s as a semifinalist in the 


Best Chef: West category. Several of 
Patterson’s restaurants were undergo- 
ing major changes at this time. Haven 
had closed for a planned revamp that 
would take a detour and become 
Dyafa instead. The two locations 

of his Alta CA — one of which was 
among the few survivors of the rapid 
expansion-contraction cycle that hit 
San Francisco’s Mid-Market — have 
subsequently transformed as well. The 
original one became Nigel Jones’ Ja- 
maican restaurant Kaya and the other, 
in Dogpatch, is now Heema Patel’s 
Besharam. 

There’s no particularly sinister rea- 
son for all this; the Alta CA concept 
had arguably become diluted by the 
growing number of New American 
competitors. Calling Patterson an 
“overachiever” who recognized that 
“people are hungry for a different way 
of doing cuisine,” his business partner 
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says Patterson perceived another shift 
in the industry. 

“T really do think he thinks about 
ownership and shining a light on 
women of color,” says Assil, who is 
of Syrian-Palestinian descent. “He 
wanted to give me ownership and to 
be able to use his privilege and power 
to do that. I feel really blessed that it 
came at the right time. Reem’s had 
all this pressure to be everything for 
everyone. 


Dyafa is a wonderful restaurant, 
roughly divided into hot and cold mezze, 
or small plates, along with larger items 
like the shakriyah, a braised lamb shank 
with garlic yogurt, Arabic rice, almond 
and gremolata. There are cocktails, rosé 
flights, and savory brunch dishes like 
labneh wa bazlah (yogurt, sugar snap 
peas, and flowering coriander). For good 
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or for ill, it’s quite upscale, with entrees 
exceeding the $30 mark. 

Compare that to Reem’s California, 
where the chef-owner spends most 
mornings. Its cheerful interior includes 
a shelf lined with bottles of Cortas rose 
water and a small yellow-gold pail on 
which someone has written “Feed the 
Resistance (With $).” Another sign 
asks for help freeing a Contra Costa 
County resident named Marco from 
ICE detention and a small box solicits 
donations for a Syrian refugee family 
in Turkey. 

It’s a morning-and-afternoon place 
for flatbreads called manna’eesh and 
pastries like a moist peach scone. Ever 
wary of gentrification, Assil always 
envisioned it to be a community space 
in addition to a business — reflecting 
her 10 years as a community organiz- 
er. Sometimes, she says, people just 
hang out. 

As Dyafa developed from Reem’s, 
Reem’s grew out of Assil’s stands at 
area farmers markets like the ones at 
the Ferry Building or Old Oakland, 
which in turn originated from food-en- 
trepreneur incubator La Cocina. Al- 
though her food speaks for itself, it’s a 
remarkable trajectory in a short time 
frame. 

“The way I talk about my menu is 
that I want to get to the heart of the 
dish,” she says. “I don’t mind being 
playful with it. That’s what’s cool about 
Arabic cuisine. It’s very flexible.” 

That flexibility may be helpful in 
more ways than one. A specter looms 
over everything Assil has built: The 
Mural. On one wall of Reem’s is the 
smiling face of Rasmea Odeh, a Pales- 
tinian woman and onetime member of 
the Popular Front for the Liberation 
of Palestine who was convicted for her 
role in a 1969 bombing in Jerusalem 
that killed two Israeli Jewish men. 
Odeh claimed to have been sexually 
tortured into a confession, but served 
10 years of a life sentence before being 
released in a prisoner swap. Moving 
to Chicago in 1995 and becoming a 
naturalized American, she worked 
with the Arab Women’s Committee of 
the Arab American Action Network, 
providing social services for hundreds 
of people in her community. As part 
of a nationwide sweep in 2014, Odeh 
was charged with irregularities on her 
citizenship application that stemmed 
from the bombing episode and subse- 
quent confession extracted during the 
same torture she alleged took place. In 
September 2017, she was deported to 
Jordan. 

The mural, by arts collective Trust 
Your Struggle, depicts Odeh on a lime- 
green background with bright Arabic 
calligraphy. Near the bottom, a small 
inset shows Oscar Grant, the 22-year- 
old Black man who was shot dead by a 
BART police officer at Fruitvale Station 
on New Year’s Day, 2009. The work 
erupted into controversy. 

Droves of Yelpers — many of them 
identifiably from out of the area, and 
highly unlikely to have patronized an 
eatery in East Oakland so soon after 
it opened — took to the platform to 
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denounce Assil. They attacked her busi- 
ness the same way people had descend- 
ed on a Minnesota dentist’s Yelp page 
in response to the death of Cecil the 
Lion. The volume of vitriol triggered 
the site’s cleanup algorithm. There were 
death threats. Irate internet trolls even 
attacked an unrelated bakery with the 
same name in the Middle East. Assil 
apologized to its owners but stood her 
ground in her defense of Odeh, whom 
she says she’s never met. 

“Am I going to negate her story?” 
she asks, rhetorically. “I’ve heard 
her speak, and she’s an elder in the 
community. ... For someone like her, 
who’s been through what they’ve been 
through, to still have a smile on their 
face, that’s what I want to be — and 
rll never go through what she went 
through.” 

Reem’s currently has a four-and- 
a-half-star Yelp rating with only two 
poor reviews citing the mural. But the 
vituperation was such that SF Weekly’s 
550-word story on the bakery, which 
specifically mentioned that “a sizable 
number of people regard Odeh asa 
terrorist,’ generated an unusually high 
number of enraged responses from 
readers charging this outlet with an- 
ti-Semitism and claiming the Weekly 
had whitewashed history. Several drew 
a moral equivalence between Assil and 
white supremacists. (Prior to her depor- 
tation, however, Odeh was a vocal ally 
of Black Lives Matter in Chicago, hence 
the mural’s Oscar Grant connection.) 

But clearly, tempers ran hot — but 
it was much worse than the usual hot 
air from unaccountable, anonymous 
commenters online. There were pro- 
tests outside the bakery, and at one 
point, a customer was physically at- 
tacked. 

“In a way, it brought us together 
more,’ Assil says of that episode. “More 
than half the staff are from that neigh- 
borhood. They didn’t know anything 
about Palestinian politics or culture or 
who Rasmea Odeh was, and this was 
an amazing opportunity to provide 
insight on what it’s like to be a Pales- 
tinian in this country. Unfortunately, 
anybody who is seen as standing up 
for Palestinian rights gets silenced in 
one way or another, and that was really 
eye-opening for them. For the broader 
community, it was great. They came 
and supported us 10 times as much.” 

Assil continued to be dogged by the 
fallout for a long time. At a moderat- 
ed discussion held in July with New 
York Times food correspondent Kim 
Severson and fellow California chefs 
Dominique Crenn and Tanya Holland 
at the Yerba Buena Center for the Arts, 
a heckler waited until the end of the 
Q&A to strike. 

“He was in the audience, and he 
started this story about making baba 
ghanoush for his Palestinian friends, 
and I was like, ‘Oh, God, where is this 
going?’ You could totally tell from these 
obnoxious stories, but the crowd booed 
him and they shut the microphone off. 

“My heart dropped, because I had 
all the trauma of having to deal with 
that,” she adds, “but it felt so nice that 
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Mujadarra (spiced 
rice, lentils, fried 
onion, cucumber, and 
yogurt salad)

[had this community that could vouch 
for me and knows what Reem’s is all 
about. Times have changed.” 

It was only 15 years ago when 
the New York Stock Exchange and 
NASDAQ booted Al-Jazeera, the 
Arabic-language media organization 
based in the capital city of the US. 
ally Qatar, from covering their trading 
floors. While the tendency of Ameri- 
can food writing to exoticize or even 
claim to discover various cuisines 
is still pernicious and widespread, 
Assil cites her engagement with top 
figures from the industry as a sign of 
positive change. For example, when 
Food & Wine took flak for naming 
Reem’s to its Top 10 Restaurants of 
2018, the magazine redoubled its 
support. 

“People can see through that, and 
it makes me have hope in humanity,” 
she says. “I had just raised enough 
money to open and it’s hard enough 
opening a bakery — especially as 
someone who’s never done it before.” 

She participated in a few Palestin- 
ian pop-ups in New York with anoth- 
er chef — and they sold out. Having 
people who may not have known 
much about Palestinian cuisine show 
up in such numbers “fed my soul,” 
she says. 

“I can’t be quiet,” Assil adds. “I 
was so shell-shocked for the first six 
months. I was afraid to take inter- 
views. PR people were telling me, 
Just don’t talk about [Odeh], and I 
was like, ‘I have a big picture of her 


up on my wall!’ And she’s amazing. I 
can’t vilify her.” 

On top of it, as all this was hap- 
pening, a white supremacist march 
in Charlottesville led to the death 
of a counter-protester — and Assil 
learned that she was pregnant. Did 
she ever consider painting over the 
mural, just to be done with it? 

“I mean, of course,” she says. 

“I was afraid to find a rock thrown 
through my window. I was scared for 
the security of my people — but I re- 
alized that their bark was bigger than 
their bite, and this was an opportu- 
nity to educate folks and I should be 
proud. I remember telling someone 
from Berkeley that if nobody put Nel- 
son Mandela on their wall, he’d be a 
terrorist today. We can't vilify people 
for at one time being in the resistance 
movements. She was uprooted from 
her land — twice.” 


The connection between that 
episode and what Assil wants out of her 
restaurants runs even deeper. The word 
dyafa is Arabic for “hospitality,” and in 
the aggregate, both of Assil’s establish- 
ments are vehicles for members of the 
various Middle Eastern and Arab-speak- 
ing diasporas to have a gathering place. 
But they’re also for introducing people 
who didn’t grow up eating kibbeh 
nayyeh into that enveloping sense of 
warmth — warmth from Assil’s person- 
ality and from both the oven and the 
portable, dome-shaped saj on which her 
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manna‘eesh are baked. I mention that 
Reem seems like the kind of person who 
won't let anyone that sets foot in her 
home leave without eating a full meal, 
and she claims that her husband, who is 
Filipino, has “mastered Arab hospitality 
more than [ have,” putting out snacks 
and water for all. 

Caleb Zigas, executive director of 
La Cocina, the food-business incu- 
bator for low-income women entre- 
preneurs, says that the same income 
restrictions apply to everyone who 
goes through the program — but that 
Assil may not be the most typical La 
Cocina alumna. 

“We're serving low- and very-low- 
income entrepreneurs, and generally 
entrepreneurs who have low assets,” 
he says. “But I can’t speak to people’s 
social capital and resources that they 
have through personal connections 
and family connections. 

“That’s one of Reem’s strengths,” he 
adds. “The amount of financial capital 
that was invested in her business is 
miniscule and hard-fought. ... It was a 
combination of microloans and non- 
profits and one or two angel investors 
who were able to make contributions. 
But even then, her total buildout was 
way below the industry average costs.” 

In elaborating on that social capi- 
tal, Zigas cites Assil’s ability to com- 
municate in “cool, contemporary lan- 
guage.” It differentiates her from many 
other women — and 95 percent of La 
Cocina’s entrepreneurs are women — 
who may be of a different generation, 
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or who migrated to the U.S. Assil had 
initially wanted to start with a food 
truck, an idea she credits La Cocina 
with dissuading her from. 

“We'll launch three new food trucks 
this year, but for her business in par- 
ticular, it wouldn’t have necessarily 
done justice. We looked into different 
wood-burning trucks she could set up, 
but in the end, the farmers market 
turned out to be a more efficient path 
to the market.” 


As Assil and I are speaking at the 
counter at Dyafa, people periodically tap 
her shoulder to politely interrupt with 
congratulatory words. Michael Bauer, in 
one of his final reviews before stepping 
aside as the San Francisco Chronicle’s 
long-time restaurant critic, had be- 
stowed three stars on Dyafa. But the art 
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of evaluating such a restaurant, whether 
by a professional critic or someone 
whose No. 1 priority is the availability of 
street parking, is tricky and full of inter- 
sections between subjective comparison 
points. Beyond cultural sensitivities, 
even sincere feedback offered in good 
faith can be mystifying. For instance, 
Assil gets periodic comments to the ef- 
fect of “This is too Americanized.” She 
isn’t certain what that means. 

“Hopefully, that doesn’t mean we 
made it blander or something. But if 
‘Americanized’ means making it more 
accessible to the American public, 
that’s fine,” she says. “But my biggest 
fans are my Arab customers. I had 
this woman sitting at the bar — she’s 
second-generation Lebanese and the 
generation above me, age-wise — say- 
ing her Egyptian friend came in. He 
never goes to Middle Eastern restau- 
rants in the Bay Area, and he gave me 
three stars. 

“I get good praise from a lot of 
places, but when my own community 
praises me, that’s amazing,’ she adds. 
“T just think that people are hungry 
for something new. I don’t think I’m 
doing anything revolutionary. I’m just 
letting people see that Arabs are more 
complex than people make them out 
to be. The breadth and the depth — 
there’s so much more to our cuisine.”

“YOU HAD TO WORRY ABOUT THE ONES YOU NEVER HEARD OF’

A few Alcatraz prison inmates and guards are still around, and told us stories of jailhouse murders, contraband booze, and doing time on ‘The Rock.’

Tourist attraction Alcatraz hasn’t 
been a federal penitentiary since it closed 
55 years ago, but a couple of its ex-cons 
and prison guards survive today. They've 
been holding reunions on the island for 
years, and SF Weekly joined them for 
their final homecoming last weekend to 
hear tales of life inside the most notori- 
ous maximum-security prison in the 
country, which operated for less than 
three decades (1934 to 1963, although it 
was a military prison prior to that). 

First things first: Most Alcatraz 
residents were not inmates. There were 
far more guards than prisoners, and 
the guards’ families lived on the island 
along with custodial and groundskeep- 
ing staff. Only 250 inmates were held 
on Alcatraz at any one time. 

But these were the worst of the 
worst, exiled to Alcatraz for causing 
massive headaches elsewhere in the 
federal prison system. 

“In all my years in here, everybody 
asks me about ‘Machine Gun’ Kelly, 

Al Capone, all the famous ones,” said 
92-year-old George DeVincenzi, who 
worked as a guard for eight years. “I 
never had to worry about the famous 
prisoners. You had to worry about the 
ones you've never heard of.” 

DeVincenzi learned this the hard 
way. The most popular time to “shiv” 

a fellow inmate — that is, to stab him 


with a jailhouse knife — was ona 
new guard’s first day. He himself was 
stabbed by an inmate on the very first 
hour of his first shift, in 1950. DeVin- 
cenzi suffered a collateral stab in the 
leg during that hit, after an inmate 
wrestled scissors from the barber and 
stabbed that barber repeatedly in a 
homicidal bloodbath. 

The murder had a surprise ending. 

“The barber kissed him on the face 
and said, ‘I love you, ” DeVincenzi said, 
laughing. “The easiest way to explain it 
is, I think they had a lover’s quarrel.” 

Surviving inmate Bill Baker was 
sent to Alcatraz in the late 1950s after 
three attempted prison escapes. 

“They consider escape the worst 
thing you can do,” Baker told SF Week- 
ly. “It’s worse than murder, it’s worse 
than anything in their eyes. To me, it’s 
the most noble thing you can do.” 

Inmates were given very little time 
outside their cells, but they could com- 
municate secretly by siphoning the wa- 
ter from their toilets and whispering 
through the pipes. 

“Those were the first cellphones,” 
Baker said. 

They fermented their own jailhouse 
booze, too. 

“You sneaked fruit out of the mess 
hall. Oranges, apples, or purple plum 
makes great alcohol,” he explained. 
“You take sugar off the [cafeteria] 
table. They had big jars of sugar. You'd

trade to get yeast out of the bakery. 
You usually paid about five packs of 
cigarettes for a matchbox full of yeast.” 

“You got homebrew in about seven 
days, sometimes 10 days,” Baker said. 
“T never saw anybody able to leave it 
alone for longer than 10 days. But you 
would get drunk.” 

The booze was illegal, but the food 
served at Alcatraz was the best in the 
U.S. prison system. 

“The food here was a step above 
normal prison food,’ DeVincenzi 
explained. “The quickest way to have 
trouble in an institution was bad food. 
The management knew that. You have 
to give them credit. Once a month, 
they got a T-bone steak.” 

Alcatraz inmates rarely got visits. 
But DeVincenzi vividly recalls a visitor 
for convict Morton Sobell, a co-con- 
spirator in Julius and Ethel Rosen- 
berg’s Russian espionage scandal in the 
L95Cs. 

“His wife would come visit about 
once a month,” DeVincenzi said. Re- 
vealing himself as a man of a different 
era, he added, “She used to reveal her 
breasts to him. And being a good of- 
ficer, | observed everything that took 
place. I looked at those visits very 
carefully.” 

If you've ever done the Alcatraz au- 
dio tour, you heard the voice of former 
guard Pat Mahoney. His son Steve told 
SF Weekly that growing up on Alcatraz 


was not at all intimidating. 

“We were oblivious,” Mahoney said. 
“We were never allowed inside the 
inner fence line. The only time we were 
ever allowed inside the inner gate was 
[when we sang the inmates] Christmas 
carols on Christmas Eve.” 

Mahoney wonders whether the 
prisoners even liked this. 

“Tm sure most of us singing were 
not all that good,” he said. 

Families had access to a social hall 
complete with bowling alleys and pool 
tables. Once they hit their teens, “Alca- 
traz kids” found creative ways to break 
the law using the unique assets that 
the island provided. 

“We were really good at pool,” said 
Tom Reeves, who spent his high school 
years on Alcatraz. “When you had 
nothing else to do for hours at a time, 
you went and played pool.” 

That’s how these kids learned to 
pull schemes and cons. “There were 
bars in the Marina and they weren't 
real strict,” Reeves explained. “We had 
federal IDs, and the bartenders would 
let us go in and play pool with Marina 
guys. 

But they weren’t just playing pool, 
they were playing people for suckers. 
“We'd set it up as ‘All I’ve got is a quar- 
ter, or we'd have a tag team where an- 
other kid would bet double-or-nothing 
on acertain shot,’ he said. “And then 
wed run the table all night.”

Alcatraz shut down shortly after 
a 1962 escape, depicted in the Clint 
Eastwood movie Escape from Alcatraz. 
The FBI concluded that the three 
escapees drowned in the frigid bay wa- 
ters. Ex-con Bill Baker is not so sure. 

“They spent over a year planning 
and executing their escape,” he said. 
“They did it without letting the guards 
know. And just as important, they did 
it without letting the snitches know. 

“You cannot ever tell me they got 
down to the water and said ‘What do 
we do now?’ ” Baker said. “They knew 
exactly what they were doing. They 
made a boat out of raincoats and they 
set sail. The argument against that is 
that if they made San Francisco, they'd 
be in a bar bragging about it. No, they 
wouldn't.” 

It’s irrelevant whether those three 
convicts lived or died. The fact remains 
they broke out successfully, thereby 
destroying the islet’s reputation as a 
fortified citadel from which escape was 
impossible. Combined with the ex- 
traordinary costs of running it and the 
corrosive effects of exposure to salt air, 
Alcatraz Federal Prison was shut down 
less than a year after that. But the sto- 
ries of the people who did time on the 
island show how Alcatraz will always 
remain the most fascinating federal 
penitentiary in America, bar none.

Cristina Garcia puts the “dic” 
in dictator in the theatrical adaptation of 
her own novel King of Cuba (through 
Aug. 26, at Berkeley City Club). In this 
exploration of Cubans at home and in ex- 
ile, Garcia creates a fictional double of Fi- 
del Castro. El Comandante (Marga 
Gomez) introduces himself by bragging 
about the size of his cojones. He delivers 
an ode to his genitalia which seems to ac- 
count for his long-lasting endurance as 
the self-confident and unflappable ruler 
of that Caribbean nation. Gomez inhab- 
its the role with panache. Her accent is 
louche when she means to charm and 
forceful when the communist leader re- 
asserts his status as alpha male. She may 
be better known as a monologist and 
stand-up comic (Pound, Not Getting Any 
Younger), but Gomez plays well with ev- 
eryone else in the ensemble. 

Garcia happened to be sitting next 
to me when I saw King of Cuba. When 
asked if the play was autobiographical, 
she waved her hand away as the lights 
grew dim and said, “It’s satire.” During 
the intermission, however, she said 
that while her parents emigrated to 
the United States when Castro came to 
power, her grandmother stayed. That 
tension, between those who stayed 
behind and those who fled the island, 
informs King of Cuba’s atmosphere. 
Garcia’s protagonist Goyo (Steve Ortiz) 
lives as a Floridian exile. He’s a widower 
who's still struggling with his sense 
of displacement decades after leaving 
Cuba. He also has two grown children, 
a daughter Alina (Elaina Garrity) anda 
son Goyito (Marco Aponte). They have 
no idea that their father, at the end of 
his life, wants to exact revenge on El 
Comandante. 

Like Goyo and his children, King 
of Cuba also lives in a state of exile, 
albeit a theatrical one. Garcia may have 
written a satire but the director Gary 
Graves has delivered a good-natured 
farce. The performances generally land 
on the lighter side of caricature. Satire 
tends to sting the intellect whereas 
farce assembles a company of fumbling 
bumblers who bump into each other 
willy-nilly. The former hits the brain, 
the latter the gut. Aponte, in particular, 
fully embraces his role as a holy fool. 
He’s been outfitted with grotesque 
dentures that alter the way his mouth 
can move. They establish his bona 
fides as a buffoon and ensure that his 
line readings are absurd or cartoonish. 
Garrity, as Alina, works from a more 
normalized place as a real person but 


gets to cut loose later when she slips on 
a variety of other, supporting character 
masks. 

Ortiz plays Goyo as a dreamer, with 
one foot in the past. He talks with the 
ghost of his wife (Leticia Duarte, who 
has mastered a number of different ac- 
cents), while also imagining a final, vio- 
lent confrontation with E] Comandan- 
te. He’s a fine actor but, as conceived 
or as written, the performance belongs 
in a drama and not adjacent to the 
comic antics building up steam around 
him. His antagonist is the formidable 
Gomez. Though he may have been 
directed to avoid meeting her on her 


own ambitious terms. She’s also been 
blessed with the funniest lines and is 
able to hit every one of them. Garcia 
published the novel in 2013, adapting 
it to not only explore Cuba’s history but 
also to meet “these times of extreme, 
oppositional politics” in America. 

With El Comandante, we have a 
portrait of a leader enchanted with 
his own fabricated image and high on 
his absolute power trip. The parallels 
between the former Cuban and current 
American president are easily identifi- 
able but the dark side of their ideolo- 
gies aren't really addressed. Garcia may 
take it for granted that her audience

will understand the psychological dam- 
age exacted upon a people in exile. She 
includes one scene in El Comandante’s 
presidential palace in which a heckler 
shouts obscenities at the leader. The 
voice is quickly whisked away by guards 
and we're left to imagine his fate as 
imprisonment or in front of a firing 
squad. 

But the implications of that mo- 
ment pass by in a hurry. King of Cuba 
portrays Castro as a greedy, duplicitous, 
dirty old man who has trouble produc- 
ing a steady urine stream. The audience 
takes away a good laugh at Gomez’s 
terrific voice work and physicality and 
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El Comandante 
(Marga Gomez) and 
Goyo (Steve Ortiz) 
in Cristina Garcia's 
play, King of Cuba. 
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Goyito’s awful teeth and his ridiculous 
outfits. But they distract us from rather 
than draw attention to the list of evils 
fascist leaders accomplish while they’re 
in charge. Laughter can sometimes feel 
empowering but it can just as easily 
end in heaps of copious, hopeless tears.

For as much as you hear about identity theft 
these days, it’s easy to forget that identities were 
much easier to steal back when you basically had 
to take the other person’s word for it. In Robert 
Schwentke’s The Captain, Willi Herold (Max Hu- 
bacher) is a young German soldier who deserts 
his unit two weeks before the end of World War II 
— though he doesn’t know that — and stumbles 
upon a dead captain’s uniform. He begins passing 
himself off as an officer working on direct orders 
from Hitler himself, since it’s not like anyone can 
Google him, and the bunkered Fuhrer himself 
wasn't especially accessible in April 1945. As it 
must, the power granted by the uniform corrupts 
Herold in no short order, and with his Baldrickian 
lackey Pvt. Freytag (Milan Peschel) in tow, Herold 
eventually takes over a prison camp and commits 
countless atrocities on other, less lucky deserters. 
Shot in glorious black-and-white, The Captain is 
based on a true story, though it doesn’t inform 

us of that until a fourth-wall-shattering moment 
in the third act. The picture proceeds with the in- 
evitability of a folk tale or a Shakespeare tragedy, 
although both of those forms ignore what we now 
know: White men are forgiven sooner rather than 
later. Welcome to Task Force, Herold.

Crystal Moselle’s street-level drama Skate Kitch- 
en has a strong enough visual storytelling style 
that it could almost have been done without any 
dialogue, but then we'd miss out on the pleasure 
of spending time with the characters. Camille 
(Rachelle Vinberg) is an 18-year-old Long Island 
tomboy whose mother orders her to give up 
skateboarding and start acting like (what her 
mother considers to be) a proper woman. After 
discovering them on Instagram, Camille soon 
joins the all-girl Skate Kitchen crew, including 
lesbian Kurt (Nina Moran) and willowy Janay 
(Ardelia Lovelace). (Ever notice how films by older 
men take a dim view of social media, yet films by 
and about younger women see it as a net positive? 
Funny, that.) There are necessarily character arcs 
to provide the film with structure, especially 
when Camille’s close friendship with Janay is 
threatened by Camille getting close to Janay’s 
ex-boyfriend Devon (Jaden Smith, who never 
feels like he’s slumming). But Skate Kitchen is a 
hangout film first and foremost, and the cama- 
raderie of the real-life besties is endlessly joyful. 
Some of the most touching moments are reaction 
shots of very young girls who just happened to 
be passing by during filming, watching the Skate 
Kitchen crew in wide-eyed wonder. You can see 
their worlds expanding in real time. SC

Maine Event

Although only a tiny fraction 
survive to adulthood, an American lob- 
ster can live for almost 100 years. Noc- 
turnal creatures that can turn to 
cannibalism, they even eat their own 
shells after they molt (helped along by 
the teeth in their stomachs). They were 
once so plentiful in New England that 
they were used as bait and fertilizer. 
Although the term “lobster red” refers 
to sunburnt beach-goers, they only 
turn scarlet when you cook them — 
and in their natural state, they can be 
yellow or even bright blue. 

They’re also supremely delicious 
— so much so that seafood company 
Luke’s Lobster has decided to make 
a play in the land of Dungeness crab 
and cioppino. 

“We are a Maine-bred lobster 
shack,” says Ben Conniff, president 
of the restaurant group of which 
Luke’s is a part. “The inspiration is 
the coast shack we grew up going to 
on the coast. Our mission is to bring 
lobster in as faithful a rendition of 
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how you get it as possible.” 

To that end, they’re opening up in 
the historic Bourdette Building on Sec- 
ond and Mission streets later this fall. 
A magnificent outlier, it’s the only com- 
mercial building of its scale in Down- 
town San Francisco to have emerged 
intact after the 1906 earthquake and 
fire — an auspicious environment, to 
be sure. But the renovation of the land- 
marked building is extensive. 

“We're taking back a lot of previous 
materials from past restaurants,” Bry- 
an Holden, chief development officer, 
says. “A lot of stucco, several different 
layers of tile that’s been placed on tile 
— bringing it back to its original doug- 
las fir studs. 

“While we were demo-ing the store- 
front last week, we found an old 
bottle of whiskey tucked into the 
wall,” he adds. “It was empty — or 
at least, the contractor said it was 
empty by the time we got there.” 

Working with the historical 
commission, Luke’s has restored 
the molding, windows, and tran- 
soms to what they looked like in 
1904. The restaurant is expected 
to open this fall, serving lobster 
rolls with melted lemon butter, 
mayonnaise, and a secret sea- 
soning, along with shrimp rolls, 
lobster corn chowder, salads, and 
more. (There is a crab roll, but it’s 
made with an Atlantic species, Jo- 
nah crab.) For the most part, this 
represents Luke’s standard menu, 
but with beer and wine specific to

the region. What do these lobster afi- 
cionados pair theirs with? 

“T look to a light and citrusy Bel- 
gian, like an Allagash white,” Holden 
says, referring to the esteemed Port- 
land, Me., craft brewery. “Or some- 
thing that’s on the lighter side, like a 
lager or ale, a kolsch or a nice pilsner 
— or an American blonde ale. You 
don’t want a double IPA or imperial 
porter that’s going to slap you in the 
face and leave your taste buds numb.” 

Same goes for wine, where the goal 
is a crisp complement to the seafood, 
not a “15- or 16-percent Cabernet.” 
(They favor dry Rieslings from Up- 
state New York’s Finger Lakes.) 

A socially conscious B Corp, Luke’s 
certification grew out of the Maine

lobster fishery’s decades-long com- 
mitment to guaranteeing the viability 
of its own future, and a signboard 
lets you know whether the day’s catch 
came from Point Judith, R.I., or Que- 
bec’s Gaspé Peninsula. 

“Brian’s dad Jeff has been in the 
business for more than 40 years,” 
Conniff says. “We’ve watched a 
fishery flourish under sustainable 
management practices put in place by 
lobstermen long before the concept of 
‘fishery sustainability’ even existed. 
We're talking the late 1800s — and 
we have so much appreciation for the 
effort that lobstermen put in, going 
out every day and throwing back three 
lobsters for every one” that they keep. 

Shipping lobster across the conti- 
nent while retaining its taste and tex- 
ture sounds challenging, but Holden 
stipulates that Luke’s method ensures 
no degradation in quality. The compa- 
ny picks the knuckles and claws in a 
cold room and individually seals each 
quarter-pound so that it stays, in his 
words, “unassailable.” 

Sounds like it’s going to be like a 
backyard lobster bake in Ogunquit.

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the neighborhood isn’t known for, 
though, is good old-fashioned, home- 
style barbecue. But the line that often 
snakes around 20th Street proves that 
maybe some of us have missed some- 
thing. 

Pete’s Bar-B-Que, which is actually 
more like a rotisserie restaurant than 
a proper barbecue joint, has been 
serving chicken to the neighborhood 
for more than 40 years. It’s like the 
original Boston Market, but authen- 
tic (and with much better food). Set 
up like an elementary school cafe- 
teria, guests jump in line and peer 
through a glass window at hot trays 
full of ribs, ham, roast beef, chicken, 
turkey legs, and spaghetti — because 
why not? Down the assembly line are 
little mountains of coleslaw, pasta 
salad, potato salad, bean salad, and 
sliced roasted beets. 

The options are abundant, but the 
standouts are clear and simple. First 
of all, the sauce is what it’s all about. 
Pete’s signature barbecue sauce is 
tangy and peppery, with a slight 
sweetness. Unlike other dark, syrupy 
sauces, it’s translucent with a light 
viscosity, letting the flavors of the 
meat shine. Although the roast beef 
and ribs are tender and lovely, it’s 
the chicken that cannot be missed. 
All day long, the rotisserie oven 
spins, cooking chickens that are then 
lathered with sauce and quartered or 
halved. 

For $7.79, you can get a juicy 
quarter chicken, two sides, a baked 
potato, and a dinner roll. That is a 
full country-style dinner for less than 
10 bucks! Pete’s other chef-d’ceuvre 
is none other than the baked potato. 
Skewered and roasted in the rotis- 
serie with the dripping meats, it’s a 
perfectly prepared little spud. This 
humble treat is roasted until the skin 
browns to a crisp while maintaining 
a steamy and soft texture, then sliced 
down the middle and stuffed with a 
spoonful of butter. This simple, salty, 
decadent side dish has become some- 
thing of a legend around these parts, 
drawing in as many customers as the 
barbecue itself. 

Everything can be ordered 4a la 
carte, from a half chicken or turkey 
leg for $5 to a plate of spaghetti or 
salad for $2.50. Owned by its original 
family, Pete’s regulars come in for 
lunch every day, and they haven’t 
changed their style in decades. Mis- 
sion Street is in flux, but Ihavea 
feeling Pete’s is going to be around 
for a long time, and I doubt much 
will change. That’s exactly the way it 
should be.

Who said August doesn’t have 
any holidays? While Paris is probably 
barren of pain au chocolat for the entire 
month, the biggest food-and-drink festi- 
val in San Francisco returns to Fort Ma- 
son over the last summer weekend 
before Labor Day, with no fewer than 
four grand tastings. Eat Drink SE, spon- 
sored by the Golden Gate Restaurant As- 
sociation and celebrating its 10th year, 
has everything from ice cream and Im- 
possible Burgers to foie gras and cigars. 
Tickets for the grand tastings, each 
one a unique, two-hour-and-45-minute 
affair, start at $129 and get you tast- 
ings throughout the festival pavilion. 
(One tasting takes place on Friday eve- 
ning and another on Sunday, while Sat- 
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urday has two.) This year, beyond the 
dozens of restaurants, breweries, win- 
eries, distilleries, and others, the Ferry 
Plaza Wine Merchant will open a pop- 
up spirits store so you can take home 
bottles of your favorites. The Museum 
of Ice Cream will have a special set-up 
for that irresistible selfie, while a Willy 
Wonka-esque “golden ticket” giveaway 
will reward a lucky few Charlie Buckets 
with rewards at specially chosen Bay 
Area restaurants. 

Monk’s Kettle chef Bridget Austria 
is a relative newcomer to the Bay Area, 
having relocated here from Ohio less 
than a year ago. Consequently, it’s her 
first Eat Drink SF — although having 
worked in hotels, she’s accustomed to 
scaling up. 

“We're doing a barbecue pulled pork 
sandwich with sweet corn and peach 
salsa, and our house-made pickles,” she 
tells SF Weekly. “’'m used to it. I know 
I need 1,500 sliders for this event, but 
for another event I did mac-and-cheese 
and it’s harder to figure out how much 
pasta you need.” 

“We're going to do bellinis with 


ae 


a compote of heirloom tomatoes,” 
says Rogelio Garcia, chef de cuisine at 
Spruce, who's making his debut ap- 
pearance. 

That’s just for Spruce’s station, 
though. In addition to prepping well 
more than 1,000 of those babies, Gar- 
cia will do a Top Chef reunion Q&A and 
demo on stage, where he’s making an 
heirloom tomato gazpacho with cu- 
cumbers and micro cilantro alongside 
fellow Bravo alums Melissa Perfit (Bar 
Crudo) and Tu David Phu (AN). 

“The hardest part is leaving the 
restaurant,’ Garcia admits. 

Jason Raffin of Comstock Saloon 
isn’t just doing food, but an Irish cof- 
fee with Mr. Espresso as well. That’s 
because Comstock, a historic North 
Beach treasure, is essentially two con- 
nected bars served by one kitchen. 

“We're still figuring out some of the 
exact details on what kind of cream, 
but it’s going to be pretty cool,” he 
says. 

In the food column, he’s planning 
white cheddar Chex caviar puffs with 
corn cream — because Tsar Nicoulai 
is sponsoring him with “seven huge 
tins of their reserve caviar,’ he says. Be 
warned: He’s got a zest for American 
sturgeon roe. 

“I’m going to be piling on caviar 
because, I told them I don’t want to be 
giving little portions of caviar,” Raffin 
says. I want to be giving big hunks of 
caviar.” 

It’s admirable in that Raffin and 
his team have found themselves in the 
weeds at previous events, trying to 
spoon caviar onto the tops of plates. 
It’s also notable in that food festivals 
of this scale can’t or don’t always aim 
for such elegance. But while it’s a little 
decadent, Eat Drink SF is anything but 
typical. 

“Tm going to tell them to bring a lot 
of caviar spoons,’ Raffin says.

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Empress Of headlines this weekend's 20th Street Block Party, the Mission's neighborhood-centric alternative to the juggernaut that is Outside Lands.

Outside Lands is always a blast 
— thank you for the vagina pants, Janelle 
Monae — but if you've ever been caught 
in a crush of humanity while trying to by- 
pass Cocktail Magic via Bacon Lands, you 
can easily exceed your crowd-tolerance 
threshold. So we always welcome the re- 
turn of Noise Pop’s smaller and consider- 
ably more manageable alternative, the 
20th Street Block Party. 

The fact that it’s free to get in is even 
better, although the $10 suggested do- 
nation benefits the nearby Mission Lan- 
guage and Vocational School (MLVS). 
This year, a lip-synch battle with KQED, 
a pop-up Amoeba Records store, and 
a dog park join the fun outside Noise 
Pop headquarters and up 19th and 20th 
streets between Harrison and Bryant 
— along with DIY crafting from Work- 
shop SF, performances from the cast of 
Hedwig and the Angry Inch, and plenty of 
food and drink. 

Attendees will find a broad cross-sec- 
tion of Mission favorites, such as 
braised lamb sandwiches from Salume- 
ria and Thai iced teas from Farmhouse 
Kitchen, to empanadas and alcapurrias 
from Mission Boricua, to grilled elote 
and barbacoa tacos from Tres Truck. 

Food isn’t the only dimension that 
got a boost. Rather than two stages as 
in past years, a third stage will show- 
case local DJ talent. In light of all that, 
it’s easy to lose track of the musical 
performances, always an eclectic bunch 
— and this year’s lineup is no different, 
spanning S.F. pop-punk band The Total 
Bettys to indie-rockers (and long-time 
friends) The She’s, as well as FAN and 
The Marias. Anchoring the 2018 festival 
are dual headliners Jeff Rosenstock and 
Empress Of, the moniker of Los Angeles 
singer-songwriter Lorely Rodriguez. 

While a small, neighborhood-centric 
festival sounds wonderful to most at- 
tendees, such performances can actually 
be scarier for the artists. 

“It’s more vulnerable, in a way, and 
they can see every detail and move- 
ment,’ Rodriguez tells SF Weekly. “All 
the attention is magnified when you 
play for smaller crowds. ... It’s like, ‘Oh 
my gosh, they can see everything you're 
messing up.’ 

“Those are always the shows you 
learn from,” she continues. “I try to do 
smaller, warm-up shows as much as I 
can. Earlier in the year, I was asking my 
friends who were touring through L.A. 
if I could open for them but not tell any- 
one or put my name on the bill. It was 
great, because I got to walk up on stage 


and be like, ‘Hey, I’m Empress Of, 

I’m going to play some new songs.’ 
I’m really surprised my friends let 
me do that.” 

That degree of anxiety sounds 
slightly strange from a precocious 
talent who came to prominence 
in 2012 with her synaesthetic 
“Colorminutes” project, a series 
of 15 or so short YouTube videos 
played against a specific Pantone 
hue. After 2015's full-length Me 
brought her wider acclaim, Ro- 
driguez has periodically released 
dreamy and occasionally pointed 
singles (“Trust Me Baby,’ “Go to 
Hell”) ever since. 

Some of her songs, most notably 
“Water Water,” feel as though they 
give birth to themselves the way 
a magician can pull an impossibly 
long set of handkerchiefs from out 
of nowhere. With cool production 
across all her releases, Empress 
Of’s sound might be compared to 
that of a preternaturally wise naiad 
who can turn catcallers to stone, 
or a comprehensible, R&B-inflect- 
ed cousin of the Cocteau Twins’ 
Elisabeth Fraser. A new album is 
forthcoming, but all Rodriguez will 
say is that it will be released “in a 
measurement of time that I’m not 
going to reveal.” 

The Block Party will have Tarot 
readings, and as it turns out, the 
corresponding figure from the Ma- 
jor Arcana is where the name Em- 
press Of originated. With its associ- 
ations of motherhood, fertility, and 
power, the Empress card resonated 
with her. But Rodriguez doesn’t 
maintain a daily Tarot practice. 

“I don’t want to judge people 
for seeking things that guide or 
help through their lives, but for me 
personally — I’m such a practical 
person,’ she says. “In a lot of ways, 
it’s just hard for me to get into that 
headspace.” 

She concedes that there’s some 
truth to planets’ retrograde motion 
and that a full moon can leave her 
“feeling absolutely crazy.” But while no 
five of pentacles is getting in her way 
this Saturday, Empress Of’s oeuvre 
is indelibly connected to her physical 
environment. Rodriguez, who is of 
Honduran descent, had recorded Me in 
a “pueblo magico” in Valle del Bravo, 
Mexico, at a house owned by a friend’s 
family — a residency that came at a 
crucial time, when she was living less 
than happily in New York. 

“New York can be great for a lot

of people, but as someone from L.A., 
3,000 miles away from their family, 
and poor, I wasn’t really creatively 
inspired there,” she says. “I was talking 
to my friend who had a house on this 
lake, and he really cares about my 
music a lot, and he was like, Just buy 
a ticket and go to my parents’ house. It 
turned out to be a really huge contrib- 
utor to years of my life, because I play 
that music to this day.” 

While a collaborative project with a 
well-known retailer took the Empress 
association a little too literally, Rodri- 
guez isn’t averse to more thought-out 


art direction in that vein. Earlier this 
summer, she posted an image to Insta- 
gram of her looking like an Amazonian 
warrior-queen, with elaborately styled 
hair and gold breastplates. It was for a 
short documentary tribute to Aaliyah 
that her friend Cara Stricker directed 
for MAC and Vice. 

“Missy Elliott was in it, Princess 
Nokia — I got to work with some of the 
best people behind the lens,” Rodriguez 
says. “That was the first time where it 
was like, “You're the Empress, let’s make 
you look majestic.’ Usually, I'd be like, 
‘Barf!’ but because I knew I was working 
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with the best of the best, I was like, 
"Yes, let’s go there.’ ” 

In other words, San Francisco might 
be lucky to have Empress Of hold court 
in a setting this intimate.

Ever since he dropped out of his freshman year of college after only two weeks, self-taught musician Omar Apollo knew that 
music was the only route forward. Three years later, the gamble has paid off tremendously, as the now-21-year-old’s subtle, 
laid-back approach to creating his brand of jazzed-out, R&B-tinged pop earned him a sizable fanbase on the heels of his in- 
augural headline tour. Born in Hobart, Ind., Apollo’s earliest music experiences involved playing guitar for his church, but he 
credits an introduction to jazz during his senior of high school as the turning point for his artistry. These influences can be 
heard on Apollo’s excellent debut album, Stereo, which displays his talent at incorporating an unorthodox mix of styles into 
a coherent, wholly original sound. Shifting from Elliott Smith-like spider web falsettos to layered, pristine vocals similar to 
D’Angelo’s, Apollo takes full advantage of his ambition, as heard on the standout track “Hijo De Su Madre,” which hears 
Apollo slack-rapping and softly singing behind a funk-driven guitar hook and custom beats. Tim Casagrande

Even after a battle with chronic arthritis forced him to abandon his music de- 
gree at UC Berkeley, Anthony Ferraro refused to let the diagnosis derail his mu- 
sical ambitions. Inspired by his interest in the final frontier and his tendency to 
let his mind wander off into space, Ferraro began recording in his bedroom, re- 
leasing music under the moniker Astronauts, etc. Through a mutual connec- 
tion, he found himself in circles with Toro Y Moi brainchild Chaz Bear, bonding 
over shared creative influences, and soon became the band’s official touring 
keyboardist. After a couple long years on the road with Toro, Ferraro returned 
his focus on kickstarting Astronauts, etc., and with some encouragement from 
Bear, released his debut album Mind Out Wandering in 2015 to critical acclaim. 
Listeners were enamored of the album’s immaculate production, along with 
Ferraro’s emotionally vulnerable lyricism. Ferraro’s recently released sopho- 
more album, Living in Symbol, expands upon the dreamy yet melancholic tex- 
tures heard in Mind Out Wandering, but hears a revitalized Ferraro bluntly 
confronting issues related to mental health and addiction.

OVE \ SECRET PERVING

I’ve been enjoying consensual nonmonogamy for 
the past two years, in part thanks to your column 
and podcast. I have a delightful young lover, and 
our connection has evolved into a kind of Master/ 
slave relationship. I “allow” her to fuck other men 
and women, and she delights in asking my permis- 
sion and recounting the details of her other trysts 
to me. We are curious how much of this she needs 
to disclose to her other lovers. They know she isnt 
monogamous and they are aware of her relationship 
with me, but so far she has chosen not to tell them 
the extent to which I “own” her and have jurisdic- 
tion over her body and actions. Of course, it 8 just 
an elaborate role-playing game—but is it wrong to 
be using these people as pawns in our game without 
their knowledge and consent? If so, when should she 
tell them? Before she sleeps with them even once? 
Or after she’s developed a more intimate rapport 
with them? There’ a perverse thrill in her other 
lovers being totally oblivious to it, but we want to be 
ethical in our polyamorous ways. 

Masochists And Sadists Tackling Ethical 
Relations 


This falls under the header of permissible secret 
perving (PSP), MASTER, and I will allow it—with 
one caveat. 

My go-to example of PSP is the foot fetishist 
who works in a shoe store. So long as he’s good at 
his job and his secret perving 1s undetectable—no 
bulges, no heavy breathing, no creepy comments— 
no harm done. And if he goes home and jacks 
off about all the sexy, sexy feet he saw and, yes, 
handled during his shift, he’s not hurting anyone or 
doing anything unethical. It’s important, however, 
to note that the foot fetishist salesclerk’s perceptions 
aren’t the ones that matter. If he thinks he’s play- 
ing 1t cool—he thinks his perving is secret—but 
his customers or coworkers are creeped out by his 
behavior, demeanor, heavy breathing, etc., then his 
perving isn’t secret and is therefore impermissible. 

The secret perving you’re doing—the girlfriend 
has to beg for your permission to fuck other people 
and report back to you afterward—is small and it’s 
a bank shot. The other people she’s fucking provide 
mental fodder for your D/s role-playing games, 
MASTER, you aren’t directly involving them. Your 
role-playing games take place before she fucks 
someone else (when she asks your permission) and 
after she fucks someone else (when she recounts 
her experience). And what turns you on about your 
girlfriend sleeping with other people—and how you 
and your girlfriend talk to each other about it—is no 
one’s business but yours. 

Now for the caveat: If one of your girlfriend’s 
lovers strongly objects to Dom/sub sex, relation- 
ships, or role-playing games, and your girlfriend is 
aware they object, and you two want to be exqui- 
sitely ethical, MASTER, then either your girlfriend 
shouldn’t fuck that person or she should disclose 
your Master/slave dynamics to that person and al- 
low them to decide whether they want to fuck her 
anyway. 

Zooming out for a second: Some people in open 
relationships don’t want to know what their partners 
get up to, and these couples usually have “don’t ask, 
don’t tell’ agreements about sex outside the relation- 
ship. But many more people in open relationships 
do want to hear about their partners’ adventures 
because it turns them on. Someone who doesn’t 
want to risk being fodder for a couple’s dirty talk 
or even their D/s role-playing games shouldn’t be 
sleeping with people who are partnered and in open 
relationships. There are things we have a right to 
ask the people with whom we have casual sex—like 
whether they’re practicing ethical nonmonogamy, if 
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they have an STI, what kind of birth control they’ re 
using, whether they’re on PrEP, etc—but a casual 
fuck isn’t entitled to details about your relationship. 


My boyfriend of one year has refused to delete 
photos from his Instagram account that show him 
with his ex-girlfriend. They were together for three 
years and briefly engaged, and they broke up two 
years before we met. They arent in contact in any 
way, so I dont have any worries there, but I think 
making photos of him with someone else available 
to his friends and family—and now my friends, too, 
as many are now following him—is incredibly disre- 
spectful. We’ve had numerous arguments about this, 
and his “solution” is for me to “stop thinking about 
it.”’ He also insists that no one is looking at five- 
year-old pictures on his Instagram account. If thats 
true, why not delete them? He refuses to discuss this 
issue, even as I lose sleep over it. I’ve tried calmly 
discussing this with him, I’ve tried crying, I’ve tried 
screaming my head off—nothing works.

There’s definitely something your boyfriend 
should delete, PICS, but it’s not old photos of his ex. 


The man I’m going to marry has a huge boot fe- 
tish.
